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HE following Piece was printed at

‘came co our Hands but late, yer 
* finding ir more particular than any 
‘ other Account hitherro given of the Revolution of 
‘Naples, we judg’d it might not be unaccept- 
‘ able to the Publick. 
A Journal of what pafs’d in and about Naples, upon 
the Arrival of the Imperial Troops there. 
At length by the Bletling of God, the long wift’d 
for Day is come that the City of Naples has 
yielded it felf to the Government of the moft Illu- 
ftrious Houfe of Auftria ; for which they had al- 
ways offer’d up their moft hearty Prayers: No fooner 
were the German Troops, by the Care of his Im- 
perial Majefty, and under the Command of Gene- 
tal Taun, arriv’d in this Kingdom, in Behalf of our 
lawful Soveraign Charles IU, than the Peafants for- 
fook their Labour in thes Fields, and with Cries of 
Joy ran in great Numbers to the high Roads, to be 
Spectators of their unmolefted March quite to this 
City: The 3d of June 600 Germans came in- 
tothe City of Capua, and the Night following a 
greater number of their Troops, with his Excellency 
Count Adam of Martinitz, bis Imperial Majefty’s 
Plenipotentiary in Italy, and Viceroy of this King- 
dom: The Caftle of Capua being attack’d, fur- 
render’d the 4th to the Imperialifts, and the Garrifon 
march’é out the 5th with one Cannon Here Te 
Deum was folemniy fung, while the Bleffed Sacra- 
ment was expos'd ; and the Inhiabitants {wore Allegi- 
ance to the King in the Hands of the Viceroy. The 
6th the Army march’d, and came before Noon to 
Averfa; where they were met by Deputies of this 
City, who were attended by the moft Loyal of the 
Populace, with the greateft Impatience to give Tefti- 
mony of their Obedience and Devotion to His Ma- 
jefty: They had green Branches of Olive in their 
Hands, and in their Hats, and conducted the Impe- 
tialifts inco Averfa, with the greareft Demonftrations 
of Joy: The Keys of the City were prefented to 
the Viceroy by the Prince of Montefarchio fat the 
ead of the other Deputies : [ Phat Prince is of the 
Houfe of Davalos, is a near Relation of the Mar- 
quis del Vafto Ambaffador from King Charles to 
the Court of Vienna, has ferv’d the Houfe of Auftria 
7° Years, and is now in the hundredth Year of his 
Age] The Viceroy receiv’d them very gracioufly, 
Banting the Priviledges demanded by the City, and 
promifing to get them confirm'd to them by the 
ing. Te Deum: was fang there in the Cathedral, 
with the other Ceremonies that were obferv'’d in 
Capua ; and in the Evening the Deputies return’d to 
aples ; from whence the Marquis of Villena, with 
two Galleys of the Duke of Turfis, and rwo of Na- 


ples, retir’d to Gaeta ; yet not fo foon, but thar he 
faw the Colours of the Houfe of Aoftria firft fer.up, 
and alfo Pictures of our defir'd King Charles MIL 
catried by Crowds about the S:reets, with Demon- 
ftrations of unfpeakable Joy and Satisfaction from the 
whole City. Lhe Fireworks, and 
Aecclamations ot Long live the King were fo ge- 
netal and great, that the Name of Charles re- 
founded in all Places, and deatned the very Heavens. 
Signior Mufceltola, Archbithop of s4anfredonia,to give 
Teftimony of his dutiful Refpe& tothe Ilinftrions 
Houfe-of Auftria.was the firft who went to Averfa to 
compliment the Viceroy. The lmperiai Army march’d 
from thence the Night of the 6ch, asd on Thurfday, 
being the 7th in the Morning, arriv’d here before 
thé Gate of Capua, and about the twelfth Italian 
Hour took Poffeifion of this City. Turee Regiments 
of Dragoons, two of Cuiratiiers, five of Infantry, 
and one of Huffars, led by their Collonels and other 
Officers, march’d through the chief Streets of the 
City, follow’d by their General Count Taun, by the 
General of the Horfe Vaubonne, and the Major- 
Generals Wetzel, Pate, and Caraffa, in the midtt of 
whom was the Viceroy, attended by the chief Ma- 
giftrates of the City, together with an incredible 
Throng of Gentlemen and Burghers, amidft a never 
ceafing Cry of Long five Charles the Third. The 
Viceroy and Generals alighted at the Cathedral, to 
pay their Devotions to our glorious Deliverer and 
Protector St. Januarius: Here they heard Mafs, be- 
ing attended by the foremention’d Deputies, and a 
great Number of Noblemen ; who when the Service 
was over conducted the Viceroy and the Generals 
to the Palace of the Prince of San Severo, of the 
Family of Sangro. where they were lodg’d and 
{plendidly entertain’d at the publick Expence. Four 
of our moft Loyal Patricians, the Duke of Telefa, 
the Marquis Lofrano, Major General Don Tomafo 
Caratla di Policaftra, and Don Tiberio Caraffa d’ 
Ebiufano, who were return’d from Vienna, came 
into the City with the Generals, and an univerfal 
Applaufe was given them for their unfhaken Loyal- 
ty. "Tis impoffible to exprefs the Civilities and 
Friendlinefs with which the Viceroy receiv’d not 
only the Noblity who flock’d in great Numbers to 
bid him welcome, bur likewife the Commonalty 
who came to pay him their dutiful Obedience ; 
and the Affability and courteous Behaviour of Ge- 
neral Taun, and of all the other Generals was uni- 
verfally admir’d. Vifits were given and return’d 
between them and our Archbifhop Cardinal Pig- 
natelli ; and the Viceroy was alfo vifited by Signior 
Pataizy the Pope’s Nuncio: All the Minifters of 
the Collateral Council, and of the other Tribunals 
went likewife to pay their Duty to him. Mean 
while the Troops being pofted by their Officers 
in the moft convenient Placcs of the City, our three 
Caftles cali’d St. Elmo, Ovo, and Novo, were 
block’d up. The Populace to thew their fincere and 
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snalrerable Affection to the Houfe of Auftria, and 
——, they had been under the French Yoke, 
ran affoon as the Imperialifts had enter'd Naples, 
with great Fury to the Statue of the Duke of Anjou 
that ftood in the Square call'd Giefu Novo, pull'd ic 
‘down and broke 1 to pieces: And tho they had 
arm'd themfelves yet no Diforder happen’d: they 
would indeed have pillag’d che Houfes of feveral 
French Inhobitants, but the Viceroy took immedi- 
ate and effectual Care to prevent it; and Count 
Accerfa, wih a ftrong Party of Horfe rode up and 
down the Streets and commanded in his Excellency’s 
Name that every one fhould lay afide his Arms, and 
repair to his own’Home ; which they readily did 
withour more ado. All the Spanith Cavalry, com- 
manded by tis Prince of Caftiglione, who endea- 
vour'd to set inco the Country of Nocera, and elfe- 
where, was compeil'd by the Prince of Avellino, 
a zealous Pactifan of the Houfe of Auftria, who 
commanded a Body of 4 or 5000 Men, to retire 
between Cava and Salerno : Wiere General Caraffa 
with a ftrong Party of German Horfe took the Prince 
of Caftiglione himfelf, together with 500 Troopers, 
and among them 120 Officers Prifoneis of War 5 
and gave the Prince Leave on his Parole to come 
and fubmit himfelf to the Viceroy. Two Tartans 
laden with Bombs, fome Cannon, and other Nz 
ceffaries of War, together with a very rich Coach, 
&c, which for Want of Wind could not follow the 
Marquis of Viilena, are brought hicher; as are 
likewife 23 Iron Cannon that were found buried on 
the Sea-fhore near Sonetco. On Sunday the roth 
the Viceroy heard Mafs in the Church of Carmine 
Maggiore ; and in the Afternoon he and General 
Taun went to the Convent of San Gandiofo to vific 
the Marchione(fs del Vafto, Wife of the Marquis of 
that Name, Ambaffadour (as is faid above) from his 
Majefty Charles II. at the Court of the Emperour. 


‘The 11th in the Morning the firft Collateral Council 


was held in the above-nam’d Palace; and the Re- 
gents, the Marquis of Averno Decano, Don Genna- 
ro d’Andrea, and the Duke of Laurito (who as be- 
fore fupplied the Office of Secretary) attended the 
Viceroy, who commanded them to order all the Go- 
vernours of the Towns and Places of the Kingdom 
to acknowledge and obcy our Soveraign King 
Charles Ilf. This Order was yefterday in the Eve- 
ning cbey'd b; one half of the Magiftrares of the 
City of Nols, who fent the Keys of their City hi- 
ther. Ail this has caus’d {> general a Joy as never 
was known before, and no Man remembers to have 
ever feen fuch Uluminations, Bonfires, and other 
Rejovcings, which chang’d the Night to Day, fo 
that Tradefmien could fee to work in their Shops as 
by Day-lighr. All the Clergy have given the urmoft 
Teftimony of their Joy, and adorn’d the Pictures of 
his Majefty with an incredible Number of Wax- 
Candles.
